loud, offensive, blasphemous j 
language or bonduct, which 
threatens to be a breach of j 
peace,’ ” Mr. Kuhn “contended, i 
He announced he will appeal 
the test of the law’s constitu- 
tionality to higher courts. 

Watson was arrested in a 
disturbance at the Jump & 
"Grab Drive-in Grocery at 591 
Crump Sept. 21. He has been 
free under $3,500 bond. A lead- 
er in protest marches and mili- 
tant picketing at Forrest City, 
Watson was arrested in Little 
Rock Sunday^ on a disorderly - 
conduct warrant sworn out in 
Forrest City. 

He flew here from Little 
Rock Sunday evening. < 

Watson said he will start 
“Operation Breakfast” here 
Monday to serve a morning 
meal to 100 children of welfare . 
families in the Foote Homes 
area. 

Later, he Said, he and a par- 
ty will fly to San Francisco, 
Chicago, Miami and other cit- 
ies to raise money for Opera- 
tion Breakfast.
